A deal by which the Pan Ameri- 


can Coal company, owned principal- 
ly by Newark men, takes over the 
properties of five large coal mines in 
Ohio and West Virginia became pub- 
lic Tuesday when announcement was 
made by Wayne Collier, manager of 
the Pan American of the transfer of 
the other properties to his concern. 
Following the acquisition 
of these 


properties, the Pan American com- 
pany will apply to the secretary of 
state for a new charter, increasing 
its capitalization to $500,000. 


W. N. Fulton ex-President of the 


Licking County Bank and Trust Co. 
has been elected president 
of 
the 


new company and Mr. Collier will 
act as "general manager of the op- 
erating department. 
After June 1 


Mr. Collier's offices will be in Co- 
lumbus. 


The properties acquired are the 


Sedalia mine at Jacksonville, Ath- 
ens county, employing 130 men, the 
Clark mine at Ava, Guernsey county, 
employing 100 men, the 
Granger 


mine, known as the "Red Tipple," at 
Buckeye, two miles south of Zanes- 
ville, employing 100 men, the Gibbs 
mine at Shawnee, Perry county, em- 
ploying 50 
men, 
the 
Pocahontas 


mine at English, W. Va., employing 
65 men, and the Henrietta Coal and 
Coke company's properties at Bart- 
ley, W. Va., employing 
200. 
The 


Pan American company which has 
operated the mine at Cannelsville. 
Muskingum county, 
employes 
16-" 


men. 
With the 
new organization 


and increased activities, it is proba- 
ble that more than 1000 men will be 
on 'the pay rolls in a short time. 


The deal was closed about May ^ 


by Mr. Collier who, with Mr. Fulton, 
has been working on the consolida- 
tion proposition for several weeks.

Coal company were the owners of 
the new properties acquired by the 
Pan American and the Victoria com- 
pany will continue 
to 
handle 
the 


sales end of the business. 
The op- 


eration will be left in' the hands of 
Mr. Collier as general manager. 


The average output of the rive or 


six mines will reach 8,000 tons per 
day. 
The company already has con- 


tracts for furnishing coal 
to 
the 


Michigan Central, Lake Shore, Pere 
Marquett, Ann Arbor and other large 
railroads, besides 
having 
a large 


market for domestic 
consumption. 


The Pocahontas and Sedalia mines 
will produce coal for domestic con- 
sumption. 


The Pocahontas 
mines 
produce 


what is called a smokeless coal and 
Uiere is a great 
demand 
for this 


product now as many of the cities 
are requiring the burning of this 
variety. 
With the purchase of this 


mine, the Pan American people get 
possession of 2,000 acres of coal 
rands where four veins are being 
worked, which is equivalant to an 
8,000 acre lease. 


The new organization now takes 


its place as the largest coal company 
in Ohio with the exception of the 
Sunday Creek Coal company. All of 
the mines own and operate individ- 
ual electrical equipment, 
and 
the 


coal is mined with the latest im- 
proved electrical mining machinery. 


Application will be made Thurs- 


day for new articles of incorporation, 
placing the capital stock at $500,- 
000. 
Mr. Collier has 
already 
ar- 


ranged to move his offices to Colum- 
bus where he will occupy a suite of 
rooms In the Shultz building. 


"For the present I will continue 


to make my home in Newark," said 
Mr. Collier when asked if the change 
would make it necessary for him to 
give up his position as safety direc- 
tor.

Columbus, O., 'May 
13—Alleging 


that the statement of the case as 
outlined to the jury by Prosecuting 
Attorney Turner does not constitute 
the crime of embezzlement, as charg- 
ed in the indictment, attorneys for 
former state banking Superintendent 
Frank E. Baxter, in criminal court 
today asked common 
pleas Judge 


Kinkead to take the case from the 
jury and 
return a 
verdict of not 


guilty. 
Pending the arguments on 


the motion the court 
excused the 


jury, the impanelling of which had 
taken up most of the forenoon. At- 
torney Kent Hughes of Lima, counsel 
for the accused former state official 
presented argument in support of his 
motion, and the prosecutor and At- 
torney General 'Hogan argued resist- 
ing it. 


The demand for the sudden termi- 


nation of the case was based upon 
the contention that defalcation with 
loss to the owner of the funds, is 
necessary to complete the crime of 
embezzlement, and that, inasmuch as 
the funds alleged to have been used 
by Mr. Baxter's case were returned 
a few days later "and with interest, 
no crime was committed. 
"If the mere use of 
some one's 


else money constituted a charge of 
embezzlement we 'would all be more 
or less guilty," Mr. Hughes urged. 
"It would make a criminal of every 
person who handles another's funds 
and who places them with his own 
awaiting a time until a settlement 
can be made. 
We claim that a de- 


falcation must be 
committed with 


the intention of defrauding the own- 
er before embezzlement can be charg- 
ed."In his statement to the jury, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Turner briefly out- 
lined the sentence which he said had 
resulted in a grand jury indictment 
being returned against 
the former 


head of the banking department.

Dayton, May 13. — "Do anything to 


keep him quiet. Beat him, just so you 
don't break his bones. Keep him from 
talking and if necessary 
paste his 


mouth shut. What we ought to have 
is a hose to squirt water in his mouth 
until he can hardly get his breath. It 
he persists in talking, tie his mouth 
shut, or do anything. But Keep him 
quiet." 


According to testimony 
given to 


members of the state board ot admin- 
istration, who are investigating the 
charges and counter 
charges made 


against officials of the Dayton state 
hospital, this was the order given to 
three attendants by Dr. J. V. Koch, 
lormer assistant superintendent, re- 
garding a patient named Carl Murray. 
Attendants 
Albert, Mclntosh 
and 


Kopke, the witnesses, 
declared they 


had made the same statement to Dr. 
E3. A Baber, 
superintendent, before 


Di Koch was discharged 
from 
tho 


hospital about tho first of April. The 
attendants further testified that 
they 


had "restrained" the patient referred 
to, but that they had not mistreated 
him. 


George H Burbage and Henry Ward 


Swisher, other attendants, 
testified 


that an Italian refugee, Tony Mani- 
telle, who had been brought to 
institution insane, had been left the 


in 


possession of a milk bottle with which 
they feared he might try to commit 
suicide. When they confided 
their 


tears to Dr. Koch, they testified that 
he remarked, "well never mind. That 
would mean just one less dago." 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion, the board took up the charges 
against Dr. Baber as preferred by Dr. 
Koch. Dr. Shepherd, president of the 
board, stated that the investigation 
will be concluded late today, or pos- 


sibly this evening. Action will not 
then be taken by the board for several 
weeks. 


Members of the board will not go 


to Cincinnati tonight, as had been 
planned, but will inspect 
Longview 


hospital some time next week, with 
a view to the taking over of that in- 
stitution by the state.

Dayton, May 13.—Instead of investi- 


gating charges of misconduct in office 
and negligence filed against Dr. E. A. 
Baber, superintendent of the Dayton 
state hospital, by the lormer assistant 
superintendent, Dr. J V. Koch, mem- 
bers of the state board of administra- 
tion today turned a surprise by order- 
ing the cruelty charges against Dr. 
Koch brought by attendants, first be 
heard. 


President T. E. Davey of the state 


board developed the tact that the at- 
tendants had signed a petition asking 
tor the dismissal of Dr. Koch and had 
later filed a series of serious charges 
against him resulting in his dismis- 
sal from the institution about April 
first of this year. Following his dis- 
charge, Dr. 
Koch 
then 
brought 


charges against Superintendent Baber. 
Attoifey Conrad J. Mattern, repre- 
sented Dr. Koch as attorney and stated 
that Dr. Koch's 
charges 
were not 


brought in a spirit ot revenge and 
that Dr. Koch does not wish to re- 
enter the services of the state. 


"According to conflicting testimony 


at present in the hands of the .board, 
Dr. Koch cither should have been dis- 
charged long before he was or many 
of the attendants should now be dis- 
charged," declared President Davey. 


Attorney Frank W. Reeves was the 
first witness called by the state in the 
hearing of charges against Dr. Koch. 
He testified Dr. Koch had sworn at a 
sick patient and had declared that the 
hospital probably would be better off

Three Killed Fighting 


Fire Resulting From 


A Bolt of Lightning

Stratford, Ont., May 13—The tall 


spire 
of 
the 
Knox 
Presbyterian 


church, 160 feet above the curb was 
struck by lightning early today and 
in the ensuing lire the chief of po- 
lice, the fire chief and a policeman 
were killed, and a fireman was mor- 
tally injured. 
The three men who 
lost their lives were buried beneath 
the burning belfry, when it" toppled 
and fell. 
The fireman was laid out 


vith a blow on the head from a fly- 
ing timber. The dead are: 


J. A. McCarthy, chief of police. 
Hugh Durkin, fire chief. 
Matthew Hamilton, policeman 
The injured 
man is 
Sidney Van 
Stone. 


The steeple, visible over a great 


radius, lit up the heaven like a torch 
and burned without hindrance as the 
puny streams of water, 
far below 


fell many feet short 
of the blaze. 


Showers of blazing embers fired the 
roof of the church, and McCarthy, 
Durkin and Hamilton dragging hose, 
had scrambled up a ladder to the roof 
when the belfry toppled and fell. It 
came down, a ponderous, 
glowing 


mass of wood and brick, showering 
glowing embers far and wide. 


Unable to flee the three men were 


caught beneath the mass. McCarthy 
and Hamilton died instantly; Dur- 
kin died on the way to the hospital. 


The blaze ate its way to the heart 


of the building and burned itself out. 
At noon today the ruins were 
smouldering.

60VERNOR COX AND HIS WORK 


Progressive 
Administration, 
Backed 


by Progressive Legislature, Secures 
Passage of Laws That Bring Back 
to the People Their Long Lost Her- 
itage to 
Rule 
Themselves—More 


Fundamental 
Legislation 
Enacted 


% In Twelve Weeks Than Was Ever 
* Put Into the Statutes by Any Other 


General Assembly. 


Ohio, once completely dominated by 


the interests, and later ruled by a 
greedy crew that stole interest earn- 
ings on deposits of state money, and 
also ran the government for Its own 
emolument, has been freed. 
A pre- 


dominance of the "interests" has been 
succeeded by 'a predominance of tho 
people. • An antiquated constitution 
and an ancient code of Uws_that were 
pliant tools to create special privi- 
leges for a few have been revised into 
as flexible instruments to make equal 
opportunities for all the people. 


Last September a long step forward 


•was taken by the adoption of the con- 
stitutional amendments; but the polit- 
ical, social and economic changes ol 
greatest magnitude came when a pro- 
gressive state administration, in 12 
actual working weeks, gave legal ef- 
fect to all those amendments and 
achieved the proud distinction of put- 
ting more 
fundamental legislation 


into the statues than ever was enact- 
ed by any other general assembly in 
the history of the nation. Not a sin 
gle bill was passed- that will be a 
menace to any legitimate Ohio busi- 
ness interest or enterprise. 


Last fall Governor Cox announced 


his pre-election pledges and promises 
were regarded as a promissory note 
given to the people.

•is the first time in many, many 
years that charges of graft and 
corruption have not been raised 
during a legislative session. 
A 


drastic anti-lobby law, enacted in 
the opening week of the session, 
was largely responsible. 


Vast Political Changes. 


Political reforms that were designed 


to make rule by the few far more diffi- 
cult and rule 
by_ the people much 


easier include a statewide primary 
bitt, under which easily controlled 
nominating conventions are abolished j 
and the primary is substituted for the 
nominating of all public officials, ex- 
cept in townships and villages of less 
than 2,000 population. In these the 
desires of the electors as to method 
of nominating shall govern. In future 
elections, the progressive voters will 
be benefited by a provision which sep- 
aretes national and state issues by 
means of separate ballots for the'twa 
sets of candidates. A long array oi 
presidential electors will no longet 
confuse the elector, and he may vote 
for the entire group on a party ticket 
by making a single cross.

bly enacted a law in which the com- 
mission, federal and general manager 
plans of city government were pro-'j 
vided as models, and either of th€ 
three may be adopted by the people' 
of any municipality at an election.' 
The removal of public officials, judges! 
and members of the general astern-1 
bly wa* a weapon given to the people 
by the general assembly to be used In 
their fight against dereliction of duty 
and misconduct in office.

care. Substantial foundations for that 
cheerful message of hope which the 
governor gave to the prisoners in the 
penitentiary on the first Sabbath of 
his administration have been built by 
several new laws. vOne provides for 
the transfer of the prisoners from the 
dirt and grime of the old penitentiary 
to a new institution to be built in the 
pure and wholesome atmosphere of 
the country. Provision was made foi 
the employment of convict labor on 
the roads and in making road-building 
machinery, the men to receive a com 
pensation. 
The earnings of the pris- 


oners In excess of the cost of maintain- 
ing .them on all classes of employment 
Will go to the dependents of the men 
Incarcerated to provide against want 
and hunger, and if there are no de- 
pendents, then the prisoners will re- 
ceive tM money when they leave tha 
institution. 


Indeterminate sentences, with 


the period of Incarceration de- 
pending upon the conduct of th* 
men, have been established to in- 
still lessons of self-control, while 
day schools 
have been estab- 


lished to give • the 
penitentiary 


prisoners better equipment fpr 
the battle of life when they leave. 
Contract labor has been, abolish- 
ed In jails and workhouses, as a 
concession to labor and to do jus- 
tice to the men. 


Compulsory Workmen's Compensation. 


Senator William Green, former pres- 


ident of the United Mine Workers ol 
Ohio and prominent in labor circles, 
has pronounced the compulsory work- 
men's compensation act "the greatest 
piece of humanitarian legislation evei 
put Into the Ohio, statutes," while 
other experts deqlare it is the most 
comprehensive act of the kind in ex- 
istence. No longer will injured work 
men or their dependents be forced to 
make tedious struggles through the 
courts for .compensation. Instead ade- 
quate and prompt payments will come 
from the state compensation 
fund, 


while the employers will receive pro 
tection at a cost far below what thes 
have been paying. 


Mothers' Pension Law. 


Closely allied with these human* 


tarian 
measures 
is the 
mothers' 


pension act, which assures succot 
and sustenance 
to needy mother? 


struggling to keep precious -families 
at their own firesides. A maximum 
of $15 a month is provided for the 
first child under 14 years of age, an-1 
a maximum of $7 for each additional 
child. This measure will not increase 
the taxes, as it is simply a diversion 
.into the channel indicated of a por- 
tion of the funds that have been given 
to the poor and needy. 
Experience 


in other states has demonstrated that 
mothers' pensions are both a practical 
and economical method of extending 
charity. The levy for this purpose is 
to be kept within the limitations ol 
the Smith 1 per cent tax rate law. 


To Benefit Labor. 


The state industrial commission act 


was designed to eliminate jealousy 
and duplication of effort and to pro- 
mote efficiency and economy in the 
different state labor departments. Un- 
der the consolidation of these depart- 
ments provided for by law it is esti- 
mated there will be a saving of many 
thousands of dollars annually and the 
influence of labor's representatives In 
the state government will be increas 
ed many times. This commission will 
have jurisdiction of all matters con 
cernlng the relation of employer and 
employe. Wide powers are given this 
commission in the matter of fixing 
hours of employed women and chil- 
dren; the commission will gather data 
for a minimum wage law for women. 
Other measures especially desired by 
labor are those providing for an in- 
vestigation of occupational diseases 
the payment of salaries semi-monthly 
placing a penalty on sweatshops, 
larger cabooses on railroad trains, and 
an eight-how work day on all public 
contracts. 


Farmers' Interests Promoted. 


The agricultural interests were es- 


pecially well taken care of under the 
direction of Governor Cox, himself a 
successful farmer. 
An agricultural 


commission was established for the 
purpose of consolidating the seven 
different stat^ departments engaged in 
promoting this science. 


There were 11 triplications and 26 


duplications in the activities of these 
departments -s they had been inde- 
pendently operated, involving expendi- 
tures of $275,000 annually, and the 
measure was designed 
to eliminate 


them. 
Under proper administration, 


there should be a saving of $75,000 an- 
nually and better service, through the 
breaking up of jealousies and rivalries 
and instilling team work—something 
that has been lacking. 


A special commission of Ohioans

supreme court—was cut off in 90 pe 
cent ot the litigation, through a pro- 
vision which gives the circuit cour 
final Jurisdiction in all suits excep 
those involving the legality of laws 
Another measure designed to preven 
"hung" juries Is that authorizing ver 
diets upon the agreement of three 
fourths of the 
12 jurymen. 
Every 


cou.nty will nave a common plea 
judge, with the right to combine com 
mon pleas and probate courts in the 
interest of economy and to expedite 
action on disputed matters. Jury com 
missions are to be established in each 
county to keep unscrupulous persons 
off the panels. 


Goodby to Mud Roads. 


For the first time, since the Ohio 


Federation of Good Road societies 
was organized, all the good roads 
measures advocated by that bod 
were 
put 
in the state 
adrainis 


tration program 
by Governor Cox 


and all were enacted into law "by the 
general assembly. 
The most import 


ant provides for the raising of $3,500, 
000 annuaMy for 10 years for the pur 
pose of eliminating mud holes and giv 
inc, the commonwealth a complete 
system of improved intercounty and 
market roads that will be Impervious 
to snow and rain. 


Another measure requires .the use 


of the split-log drag, and still another 
gives encouragement for the forma 
tion of local road improvement socl 
eties in each county to co-operate with 
the state in road building. 


Utilities Law Strengthened. 


Ohio has for some time had a public 


service commission, which exercisee 
general supervision over the activities 
of all public utilities, including boiu 
issues, rates, service, etc., 'but a new 
act greatly strengthens that law. To 
prevent delay and to secure speedy 
operation of all orders affecting rates 
the new law contains a provision 
which forces all appellants to com 
mence litigation in the court of fina 
jurisdiction, and no injunction shai: 
be issued by a judge staying the order 
of the public utilities commission un 
less an investigation of the merit ol 
the order has been made. Such pro- 
cedure is provided for on court ap 
peals from the orders of practically 
all other state commissions. A valua 
tioh is to be made of utilities. 


For Economy and Efficiency. 


v Bills were pas^d to give the state a 
modern budget system under whic* 
the governor will call biennially upoB 
departmental heads for the submis 
sion to him of estimates of money 
needed. The state executive will have 
power to send into each institution 
and state department a technically 
equipped official for the purpose o: 
verifying such estimates and investl 
gating the necessity thereof. This of 
ficer also may make recommendations 
for changes in methods of administra- 
tion for the promotion of economy 
and the production of efficiency. Tha 
governor will thus be able to scan al 
estimates carefully, weigh the needs 
of all departments and make the ne- 
cessary recommendations to the gen- 
eral assembly. Heretofore each hea3 
of a state department has submitted 
his estimate directly to the general 
assembly, and the latter body, accept- 
ing these recommendations, appropri- 
ated from $9,000,000 to $10,000,000 an- 
nually. With all state officials asking 
for the maxims they believed the leg- 
islature would grant, the aggregate ap- 
propriations- usually were more than 
strict economy equired. There were 
three bills passed for this purpose. 
One changed the fiscal year ending 
from Nov. 15 to June 30; a second 
permits allowances by the state emer- 
gency board to be taken 
from the 


state treasury. Heretofore such money 
was borrowed from private banks at: 
high rates of interest. 
The other 


measure creates the state budget com 
mission, whose powers and duties are 
indicated above. 


A Modern School Code. 


A mandatory constitutional amend- 


ment adopted last fall makes neces- 
sary the complete reorganization and 
rehabilitation of the common school 
system of the state. 
Believing such 


should not be undertaken without, an 
investigation, a commission was ap 
pointed to mako a complete survey of 
conditions. 
This body will report to 


the special session of the general as- 
sembly next. January, and when ths 
new code of school laws is enacted it 
will contain the best features of the 
scientific codes of other states, and it 
is aimed to make it representative of 
the best thought of educators on the 
subject of administering the common 
schools. 


A co-ordination of the energies of 


the state government and state uni- 
versity was prm ided for in acts that 
give the services of students in the 
engineering class at. the state univer- 
sity to a state engineer entrusted with 
the task of valuing the property of 
utilities, while tin" activities of th<\ 
college 
of 
auri'-ulturft 
have 
been 


placed under t i n supervision of th<} 
state agrirulturni commission. 
Ex- 


perts in tha faculty of the state uni- 
versity also are to assist in the draft, 
ing of proposed legislation, and n.^ed-

Protection For Investors.

Unscrupulous dealers in fraudnlont 


securities, stocks and bonds win nno 
that the field for their activities it 
Ohio has been considerably lessened 
and Ohioans who are robbed of mil 
lions of dollars annually by the 
'fakers" will discover the general as 
sembly has given them needed pro- 
tection with respect to investments 
through the Clark "blue sky" act. The 
state superintendent of banks ant 
banking was given the {rawer to 11 
cense or refuse licenses to all brokers 
The same 'official must certify to tu 
character of stock in all new corpora 
tions before it may be sold, and any 
body who wishes to sell land situated 
outside the state to a resident of Ohio 
must certify to the banking superin 
tendent full information about sucl 
land. Violations of the law are classec 
as felonies, with Imprisonment and 
heavy fines as punishment. 


Taxing Machinery Reorganized. 
The taxing machinery of the state 


was reorganised and modernized so as 
to catch the dodgers who have es 
caped contributing their just share o 
tax money by either hiding property 
or getting inadequate valuations. In 
stead of electing local assessors, and 
thereby placing them under obligation 
to the property owners for their posi 
tions, a law was enacted under which 
these officials will be appointed. There 
will be a deputy tax commissioner ap- 
pointed in each small county, and two 
in the larger ones. These will appoin 
assistants, and all may be removet 
for dereliction of duty. The work o 
the old quadrennial appraisers will be 
done by the appointive assessors and 
county boards of complaint will re 
place city boards of review. 


The new local taxing assessors 


will be immune from all local In- 
fluences, will be free to make fair 
and adequate values of property 
without fear of interference from 
local people, and this will greatly 
strengthen and render more se- 
cure the Smith 1 per cent tax rate 
law, which was established on the 
theory that adequate valuations 
would be made. 
The people will vote next fall on ~a 


proposed constitutional amendment to 
exempt public bonds from taxation 
so as to provide better markets for 
the securities, and that they may be 
issued at lower rates'of interest. A 
the present time what bonds aje sol' 
are taken by foreign investors, there 
by escaping taxation in Ohio, while 
the local government pays a high rat 
of interest and gets nothing in return 
The limitation of the Smith tax rate 
law which restricted the amount of 
money that can be raised to what was 
produced in 1910, plus certain per 
centages, has been eliminated, but. the 
1 per cent maximum remains. 


Laws For the Housewife. 


In the interest of the market basket 


of the Ohio housewife a new act pro 
vides that whoever combines to fix 
the prices of certain food stuffs shal 
Ve fined or sent to the penitentiary 
i)ry food products must be sold by 
weight instead 
of measure, unles 


there Is a written agreement to tha 
contrary. 
There will be no loopholes 


hereafter for the dealer who uses 
crooked scales. 


To conserve the forests of the com- 


monwealth, forest lands were exempt- 
ed from taxation, not to exceed 20 
acres to a farm. The state forester 
may take over waste land and plant it 
with seedlings. To promote the pub- 
lic health, the state department hav- 
ing charge of such activities was giv- 
en $20,000 to use in a campaign for 
the prevention of tuberculosis. Physi- 
cians were required to report vital 
statistics. 
The sale of cocaine, mor- 


phine and other narcotics was prohib- 
ited under severe penalties, except on 
a physician's certificate. Misbrandin? 
of patent medicines was prohibited. 
Counties hereafter must send tubercu- 
lars to tuberculosis hospitals, and 
nurses must be provided to visit con- 
sumptives. 


The people will vote next fall on 


a proposed constitutional amendment 
to permit women to hold offices In 
state Institutions caring for woman 
and girls exclusively, and a state com 
mission will improve the morals of 
theaters by censoring moving pic 
tures. To give the people a more 
workable municipal initiative and ref- 
erendum law, the percentages were 
reduced from 20 to 10 per cent, and 
to prevent fraud and corruption a l 
was -enacted to prohibit payment for 
signatures to I. and R. petitions. 


Burden of Government Lightened. 
An important departure was the 


move to lessen the burdens of the 
state government by making self-sup- 
porting those departments established 
to keep in the straight path corpora- 
tions that the commonwealth created. 
Along this line bills were passed pro- 
viding schedules of fees from building 
and loan associations and state banks, 
that will provide sufficient revenue to 
maintain the departments regulating 
these institutions. A saving of $100,- 
000 
annually 
will 
result. Private 


banks were for the first time brought 
Under state control and inspection. 


One of the big achievements was the 


passage of a law providing for the 
licensing of the liquor traffic in wet 
counties only. Under it a state com- 
mission is to be appointed, with depu- 
ties in each county where the saloons 
have not been voted out, to cnforco 
the law and license saloon proprietors. 
Bo well was this task performed that 
the leaders for the wet and dry forces 
joined in a statement commending the 
law and praising the state executive 
for hifi part in reconciling differences 
between the warring factions.
